New York.—An' attack by British 


soldiers upon a crowd of unarmed na- 
tives of India, as they were seeking 
to present to a British deputy commis- 
sioner a petition for the release of 
two of their leaders, led a few days 
later to the massacre of 1,000 Indians 
in a great square at Ammtsar, in. the 
Punjab district of India in the spring 
of 1919, says a report prepared by the 
Punjab subcommittee of the Indian na- 
tional congress. 


Dissatisfaction among the natives 


first became apparent with the pas- 
sage of the Rowlat bills, designed to 
punish sedition. 


All 
over the country 
resolutions 


were passed by huge mass meetings 
protesting against the law and de- 
manding its repeal. 


The trouble, the report states, be- 


gan in earnest when two influential 
natives, Doctors Kitchlew and Satya- 
pal, were arrested and their friends 
heard they were to be deported. 


Many Natives Killed. 


The report continues with a*descrip- 


tion of the fight between natives and 
soldiery, during" which many of the 
former were killed and the survivors 
inflamed to such a pitch of fury that 
they returned into the city and ap- 
plied the torch to several principal 
buildings. 


The occurrence whiofc directly led 


to the subsequent wholesale massacres 
in the Jallean-wala Bagh, the report 
asserts, was a proclamation 
issued 


about this time by Gen. Dyer forbid- 
ding the natives to assemble publicly. 


"The public meeting in the Jallean- 


wala Bagh," the report states, "was 
called before 
the 
proclamation had 


readied more than half the population. 
Shortly before the arrival of Gen. Dyer 
on the scene with ninety soldiers and 
two armored cars, Hans Raj had taken. 


charge of the meeting, the audience 
numbering about 20,000. 


What happened afterward is given 


by the. Indian investigators in Gen. 
Dyer's own words recorded during his 
testimony at the subsequent inquiry: 


"When you got to the bagh what 


did you do?" Gen. Dyer was asked. 


Opened Fire in 30 Seconds. 


"I opened fire. Immediately I had 


thought about the matter and don't 
imagine it took rne more than thirty 
seconds to make up my mind as to 
what my duty was," he replied. 


"In firing, was it your object to dis- 


perse?" 


"No, sir. 
I was going to fire until 


they dispersed/' 


"Did you continue firing after they 


ha'd dispersed?" 


"Yes." 
"After the crowd indicated that it 


was going to disperse, why did you 
not stop?" 


"I thotfght It was my duty to gr> on 


until they had dispersed. If I fired a 
little, I should be wrong in firing at 
all." 


Continuing their report, the investi- 


gators added 


"He, Gen. Dyer, said he continued 


firing for about ten minutes, until he 
had expended 1,G§0 rounds of ammuni- 
tion. He said he had made no provi- 


sion for aiding or removing the vcound-* 
ed. That was a medical question, he 
declared. 


"One eye witness said: 'I saw hun- 


dreds of persons killed on the spot 
The worst part of the whole tiling was 
that firing w-as directed toward the 
gates "through which the people w^ere 
trying to run nut. 
llany got tram- 


pled under the feet'' of the rushing 
crowds and thus lost their lives. There

tablishment in this city notorious for 
years under the name of "The Wheel," 
which originally cost more than $500,- 
000, 
is to be converted into a charity 


hospital. 


The Chinese authorities have an- 


nounced that they intend to confiscate 
the huge building, which now stands 
dark and empty. Its owners, however, 
threaten to fight this program. 


Up to about three yearo ago, when 


the place was closed by Chinese au- 
thorities "The Wheel" in Shanghai 
was one of the biggest gambling estab- 
lishments in the far East. It was lo- 
cated in Chinese territory on North 
Honan road, a fifteen-minute automo- 
bile ride from the heart of the city. 
In the days when the establishment 
flourished three roulette u-heels, with 
six layouts, besides faro ^d other 
games, were operated.

torial law. 


This law leaves in effect a treaty 


under which the Sultan of Sulu re- 
nounced all pretensions to temporal 
sovereignty, but gained recognition as 
ecclesiastical head of the Mohamme- 
dan church in the Sulu archipelago. 


The treaty guarantees to the sultan 


and his people "the same religious 
freedom had by all adherents of all 
other religious creeds, the practice of 
which is not In violation of the basic1 
principles of the laws of the United 
States."

Indian Statesmen Disclose At- 
tack by General Dyer on 
000 Unarmed Natives. 


TWO ARRESTS START TROUBLE 


Natives Seek to Present Petition for 
Release of Leaders and Are At- 
tacked 
by 
Soldiers—1,000 
Arc Massacred. 


New Tork —An' attack by 
British 
fioldiers upon a crowd of unarmed na- 
tives of India, as they were seeking 
to present to a British deputy commis- 
sioner a petition for the release of 
two of their leaders, led a few days 
later to the massacre of 1,000 Indians 
in a great square at Ami;itsar, in the 
Punjab district of India in'the spring 
of 1919, says a report prepared by the 
Punjab subcommltteie of the Indian na- 
tional congress. 


Dissatisfaction among the 
natives 
llrst became apparent with the pas- 
sage o'f tho Rowlat bills, designed to 
pupish sedition. 


All 
over' the 
country 
resolutions 
were passed by huge mass meetings 
protesting against the law and 
de- 
manding its repeal. 


The trouble, the report states, be- 
gan in earnest when two influential 
natives, Doctors Kitchlew and Satya- 
pal, were arrested and their friends 
heard they -were to be deported. 


Many Natives 
Killed. 


The report continues with tPdescrip- 
tfon of the fight between natives and 
soldiery, during*^ which many of the 
former were killed and the survivors 
Inflamed to such a pitch of fury that 
they returned into the city and ap- 
plied the tor»ch to several principal 
buildings. 


The occurrence whlola directly led 
to the subsequent wholesale massacres 
In the Jalleanwala Bagh, the report 
asserts, 
was a proclamation 
issued 
about this time by Gen, Dyer forbid- 
ding the natives to assemble publicly, 


"The public meeting in the Jallean- 
wala Bagh," the report states, "was 
called before 
the 
proclamafion bad 
readied more than half the population. 
Shortly before the arrival of Gen. Dyer 
ou tho scene with ninety soldiers and 
two armored cars, Hans Raj had taken^^ 


charge of the meeting, the audience 
numbering about 20.000, 


"What happened afterward is gl\'en 
by the. Indian investigators in Gen. 
Dyer's own words recorded during his 
testimony at tho subsequent inquiry: 
"When you got to the bagh what 
did you do?" Gen. Dyer was asked. 
Opened Fire in 30 Seconds. 
"I opened 
fire. 
Immediately I had 
thought about the matter and don't 
imagine it toolc me more than thirty 
seconds to make up ray mind as to 
what my duty v^as," he replied. 


"In firing, was it your object to dis- 
perse?" 


"No, sir, 
I was going to fire until 
they dispersed,-*' 


"Did you continue firing after they 
had dispersed?" 


"Yes. It 


"After the crowd Indicated that it 
was going to disperse, why did you 
not stop?" 


"I thou'ght it was my duty to go on 
until they had dispersed. 
If I fired a 
little, I should be wrong in firing at 
an," 


Continuing their report, the investi- 
gators added 


"He, Gen. Dyer, said he continued 
firing for about ten minutes, until he 
had expended 1,6^0 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, 
Ho said he had made no prnvi- 


slon for aiding or removing the wound-' 
ed. 
That was a medical question, he 
declared. 


"One eye witness said: 'I saw hun- 
dreds of persons^ killed on the spot. 
The worst part of the whole thing was 
that firing w-as directed toward the 
gates'•through which the people w.ere 
trying to run nut. ^Ilany got tram- 
pled under the feet of the rushing 
crowds and thus lost their lives. There 
were 
heaps 
of 
bodies 
at 
different 
places. 
I think thc^-e must have been 
over 1,000.'" 


CHANCE PALACE AS HOSPITAL 


Notorious Chinese Gambling 
l-lell to 
Be Confiscated b^/ Gov- 
ernment. 


Shanghai.—The great gambling es« 
tablishment In this city notorious for 
years under the name oi "The Wheel.'^ 
which originally cost more than $500.- 
000, is to be converted into a charity 
hospital. 


The Chinese authorities have 
an- 
nounced that they intend I'o confiscate 
the huge building, which now stands 
dark and empty. Its owners, however, 
threaten to fight this program. 


Up to about three yeari? ago. when 
the place was closed by Chinese au- 
thorities 
"The 
AVheel" in 
Shanghai 
was one of the biggest gambling estab- 
lishments in the far East. 
It was lo- 
cated in Chinese territory on North 
Honan road, a 
fifteen-minute 
automo- 
bile ride from tho heart of the city. 
In the days when the establishment 
flourished 
three roulette v-iieels, with 
six layouts, besides faro M d 
other 
games, were operated.

Tilanila. P. L—Practice of polygamy 
in the Philippine Islands is being re- 
duced through education of girls of 
the leading families of the outlying 
provinces, according to Frank W. Car- 
penter, retiring governor of tho de- 
partment of Mindanao and Sulu. 


I^Ir. Carpenter is here to turn over 
administration of his oflice to the sec- 
retary of the Interior, who will act 
through the bureau of non-Christlan 
tribes, in accordance with a new terri- 
torial law. 


This law leaves In effect a treaty 
under which the sultan of Sulu re- 
nounced all pretensions to temporal 
sovereignty, hut gained recognition as 
ecclxjsiastical head of the JMohammo- 
dan church in the Sulu archipelago. 


The treaty guarantees to the sultan 
and his people "the same 
religious 
freedom had by all adherents of all 
other religious creeds, the practice of 
which Is not In violation of the basic 
principles of tlie l{iws of the United 
States." 


"It Is Important to note," said Car- 
penter In one of his messages written 
as governor, "that this Includes a lim- 
itation as tb religious practice which 
necessarily 'Includes the abandonment 
of polygAmy. 


"An effort to impose upon the peor 
pie of the Bul^an at this time the In- 
validation 
of polyganioais 
marriages 


heretofore contracted, the prohibition 
at^this time-of polygamy or the ^ s - - 
continuance of divorce, must unavoid- 
ably result in- the active resistance of 
a people imbued with fanatic determi- 
nation to die rather than submit to a 
privation of their religious liberty in 
matters they believe to be fundamen- 
tal and sanctioned by divine author- 
ity." 


Mr. Carpenter said that girls of / 
prominent families in Mindanao and 
Sulu .are being sent to Manila public 
schools 
where 
they 
associate 
with 
Christian girls and gradually become 
imbued with tlie monogamous 
ideas 
held by the Christians. "When they re- 
turn to their own people their influ- 
ence tends to eliminate plural mar- 
riages. according to Carpenier, who 
predicted that the practice will be vir- 
tually wiped out in the course of a 
few years.

New York.—Plans to rid this city of 
thousands of cats, forced Jnto vaga- 
bondage by the sunnner absence oi 
their owners, were announced by tho 
department of health, which will be 
aided in the anti-cat crusade by the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. 


The department, it was announced, 
will conduct a crufade to exterminate 
rats, particularly from Incoming ships, 
as a preventive against bubonic plague. 
The holds of all incoming ships will 
bo fumigated wifli cyanide gas, it was 
said. 


ARE OF SAME STOCK 


Hawaiian and Maori Races Are 
Shown to Be Identical- 


New Zealand 
Natives Are 
Descend- 
ants of People From Pacific Isles, 
Investigation Proves. 


Honolulu.—The Maoris of New Zea- 
land and the Hawalians are from the 
same stock, It has just been announced 
by oflicials'of the Church of Latter 
Day Saints here. 
They have made 
public evidOfnce tending to prove that, 
Jn 500 A. 
80 canoes left the Ha- 
waiian islands filled with men, women 
and children, and that> five cei^iturles 
later, tlie remnants of this migration 
reached New Zealand in 40 canoes. 


Wlremu, 
or 
William, 
Duncan, 
a 
Maori dairy farmer of 
Dannevlrke, 
New Zealand, who traces his ancestry 
hack 110 generations, or to about 5U0 
vears before Clirist, as Polynesian gen- 
iniUons run, came here recently with 


19 of his countrymeft and 
country- 
women in a search for the link which 
would bind the Maori and Hawaiian 
races. 


According 
to 
the 
statement 
of 
James N. Lambert, presiding elder of 
the New Zealand mission of the Mor- 
mon church, and President E. Wesley 
Smith of the Honolulu branch of the 
-faith, under whose auspices tlie Maoris 
came to Honolulu, the two races were 
found to merge at the sixtj'-fifth gen- 
eration of Duncan's family tree, 


Wlien 
Duncan, 
who 
learned 
his 
genealogy, us Maoris and Hawaiians 
do, from the lips of his father, com- 
pared his family tree ;t\'ith that of 
Emma K. Lewis, a woman born on the 
Island of Hawaii, he found that they 
had an Identical forefather In the per- 
son of one Hema, sixty-fifth of his line 
in Duncan's genealogy. 


From 
Hema 
back 
through 
the 
ages it \va3 discovered that the two 
family trees ran as one. name after 
name being the same, except for sllirJjt 


differences in spelling and pronuncia- 
tion. M'hich art? generally recognized. 


Those who have been Investigating 
the origin of the two races assert 
that the discoveries just made were 
caken in association with the Hawaiian 
tradition that Hema went fiHDm Hawaii 
to Taliltl, and the Maori tradition that 
Hema's descendants went to New Zea- 
land from Tahiti, lead to the inev- 
itable conclusion that the Maoris and 
the Hawaiians are of tJie same stock.
